Behind this proposal was an at- 
tempt to offset the scheme of the 
solid Republican contingent aided 
by some reactionary Democrats to 
cut the inadequate committee bill 
even further by another $45,000,000, 
leaving only $55,000,000.

MEXICO CITY, March 30.—In 
order to comkat the threatened boy- 
cott against all goods originating in 
fascist countries, Japari’ has opened 
a special office here to promote 
better relations between Japan, 
Mexico, the countries of Central 
America and. the Antilles,” it was 
announced here this week, by Mr. 
Hachito Shihsimoto, who is in 
charge of the office. 

This agency, known as the Agen- 
cia Japonesa de Intercambio Com- 
ercial (Japanese Agency of Com- 
mercial Interchange) will give gen- 
eral information about Japan's for- 
eign commerce, will meédiate in 
commercial difficulties, and “will 
issue propaganda about all classes 
of Japanese products in Mexico and 
of Mexican industrial. products in 
Japan,” Mr. Shihsimoto explained. 

The agency will represent num- 
erous Japanese commercial and in- 
dustrial organizations, but will be 
of a semi-official character, since

four-alarm fire in an electric plant 
at 59-61-63 Throop Ave., Brooklyn, 
menaced the area.

With strong resolutions for unity 
between the A. P. of L. and the 
CIO, and againgt amending the 
Wagner Act, as its highlights, the

The 
Convention then set up a special 
committee of three to draw up a 
strong, full resolution which would 
leave no doubt as to the desires of 
the paper and pulp workers. The 
final resolution which was uproar- 
iously approved by the delegates

Union to Strike 
Terms Are Met 


Mechanics Assn. Serves! 
Demands on Co.; Set 
Walkout for April 14 


NEWARK, N. J., March 30— 
The Air Line Mechanics Associa- 
tion, indepent union of the em- 
ployes of the Eastern Air Lines, 
Inc., served demands upon the 
company today and set a strike 
date on April 14. 

If the demands are not accepted 
by noon of that day all mechanics 
of the company from this city to 
Miami, Pla, will walk off the jobs, 
James Smith, chairman of the 
union’s Local 26, said. 


The workers are demanding in- 
creases of approximately 10 cents 
an hour. At present wage scales 
range from 39 and 42 cents for ap- 
prentices, to a top scale of between 
90 cents and $1 an hour for master 
mechanics. 

Meanwhile the company, despite 
a previous election which desig- 
nated the Association as sole bar- 
gaining agency for the company’s 
mechanics, was seen behind a move 
to bolster an opposition organiza- 
tion and refuses to enter into an 
agreement. Bulletins have been is- 
sued to employes, claiming that it 
has a petition of a “majority” of 
the mechanics opposing the union. 

In its Bulletin No. 51, issued 
yesterday the company maintained 
that its wage policy is to let em- 
ployes “share the company’s pros- 
perity” through promotion of stock 
sales to employes, 


10 Per Cent of 
Brooklyn Fires 
In 1 Slum Area 


Where there are slums there are 
constant fires, minor and fatal. 
This fact was brought out vividly 
in a report released by the Brook- 
lyn Federation For Better Hous- 
ing, compiled by its research direc- 
tor, Albert L. Clarke, Jr. 


The Federation's survey shows 
that of the 8,066 fires in the en- 
tire borough of Brooklyn last year, 
more than 10 per cent were con- 
centrated in one of the worst slum 
districts of the area, the Bedford- 
Stuyvesant section, housing mostly 
Negroes. 

The Federation has been con- 
ducting a campaign for slum clear- 
ance and low rental modern hous- 
ing in Bedford-Stuyvesant..

Civic League.

Japanese Fascist Rulers 
Resort to Some Diplomatic 
Jiu Jitsu Tribkeries |

Tokio, if you take the recent official dec- 
larations of Premier Baron Kiichiro Hira- 
numa and Foreign Minister Hachiro Arita, 
has been grossly misunderstood. When the 


Japanese fascist rulers joined the fascist 
triangle and functioned as an ally of the Rome-Berlin 


axis, according to latest news, they were Just playing ° 


an absorbing game of geometry. 

During the past few months, in preparation for 
1939 aggressions, a delegation from Tokio has con- 
sulted with Hitler and Mussolini. The purpose of 
these talks was to work out details for joint operation 
of the three military machines against Great Britain, 
France and the United States. Tokio’s contingent at 
these confabs persistently urged, along the Chamber- 
lain line, that first attention should be paid to war 
against the Soviet Union. The Nipponese war !ords 
hoped that Hitler and Mussolini would help Tokio 
rake out of Western fires some chestnuts for Japan, 


at the expense of the Soviet Union, to make up for 
those which were burned to cinders in the Lake Khasan 


events (Changkufeng fighting). 

But it seems that the Nazis, who found the going 
so much easier against the democracies inthe west 
were not at all inspired by Japan's crushing defeat by 
the Red Army at Ghangkufeng, to rush into any 
similarly disastrous drive against the Soviet Union. 

Japan, whose economic and financial conditions 
are fast becoming catastrophic, wished as much as 
possible to conceal the anti-American, anti-French 
and anti-British character of its war against China, 

During the past few weeks especially, top Japanese 
circles have been in the grip of a heated debate over 
what public stand to take on latest European events, 
It appears that the gang which for the moment fa - 
vored continuing the present attacks on the democ- 
racies in Far Eastern areas and trying even to get 
their aid by subterfuge, was in the majcrity. 


The basic reasons for the overtures to the U. 8. 
Great Britain and France, .which came out of the 
Tokio inner conflicts concerning the best methods and 
tactics of carrying out, in the immediate present, the 
attacks on these countries, are easy to find. 

On March 19 the N. Y. Herald Tribune published 
a story from Washington which was _ headlined: 
“Strain of War Grows Heavy on Japan. Cost of 
Pacification Rises Even in Manchukuo and Return is 
Disappointing. Deficit Is Tripled and Prices Mount.” 

One does not have to think hard, either, to grasp 
the significance of this situation on the living stand- 
ards and the temper of the Japancse people. 

So the Japanese ruling clique resolved: to see how 
best it could entice the democracies in order to get 
nuge loans from them, and, on the basis of the west- 
ern powers’ isolationist positions, and the plain ob- 
jectives of the Chamberlains, to make the most out 
of such negotiations with them. 

Premier Baron Hiranuma on Thursday tried to 
sum up Tokio’s desires, under these conditions, in this 
way: 

“At present, totalitarian states, democratic states 
and what not are forming blocs, but the doctrine of 
Japanism is none of thesé. Nor it stand opposed 
to them. I cannot state now jus 
handle the anti-Comintern pact with Germany and 
Italy. The government will not make any statement 
on this matter shortly, but it is aware of the necessity 
of doing so in the future. 


“Regulation of relations with Great Bi itain, the 
United States and France is a different problem, and 
it must be carried out. Only I cannot say what is my 
concrete opinion as to how it should be done.” 

Clearly, the Baron is anxious to open the way for 
a slice of Chamberlain- brand “appeasement” in the Far 
East for Japan. His proffer to regulate relations with 
tue democracies in the West is just a handle for 
Chambezlain’s convenience in an attempt to drag the 
other powers with him. 


The Britisa Torv view in this situation is tersely 
put, for instance, by the Whaley-Eaton Service special 
Far Eastern Supplement (March 28) as follows: “Cer- 
tain, Japanese and British interests show a tendency 
to let bygones be bygones and to get together in de- 
veloping China. Sir Victor Sassoon takes a realistic 
view of the situation . .. and his views are given full 
consideration in Whitehall (London Foreign Office).” 
Sir Victor, we are informed, favors Japanese conquest 
of China, among other things because, “It would be 
to the advantage of the democracies (he means the 
Chamberlains and Daladiers) to side with Japan 
against Russia, as Japan, in the final analysis, is a 
capitalistic power and there would be less for the 
Occidental Powers to lose * a Japa 
China.” 

It is to the Sassoons, the Chamberlains, Bonnets 
and the Hoovers in the U. S., that the Japanese mem- 
bers of the triangle fraternal society are appealing.

At 
the same time, the Chinese goverr- 
ment is concentrating its resources 
on the construction of new railways 
and roads in the southwestern cor- 
ners.

their improvement, they will be even 


more important in the years to come. 


Those who built the Great Wall 
some 20 centuries ago were very 
shortsighted indeed, if they had 
hoped to shut off all contacts with 
the outside world thereby. Nomadic 
tribes came and went, each time 
adding some new blood to the Chi- 
nese nation. An exchange of ideas 
and goods unfailingly followed. Now 
the main routes to Mongclia and 
Manchuria, whence came two of 
China’s temporary conquerors, have 
been interrupted by Japanese troops 
in the northern provinces. 

Still intact is the road through 
Sinkiang or Chinese Turkestan. 
Centuries ago, caravans. carried 
Chinese silk to women in the Near 
East and European cities, thus 
earning it the magnificent name, 
“Silk Road.” Now virtually follow- 
ing this once important artery of 
transportation between China’s ex- 
treme northwest and her neighbor- 
ing countries is a dependable 3,000- 
mile highway. It goes without say- 
ing that this road is being utilized 
to the fullest extent by the Chinese 
in receiving supplies, military and 
otherwise, from abroad. 


RAILWAYS WEST 


Two of the world’s leading re- 
ligions,- Budahism and Moham- 
medanism, were irtroduced into 
China by the overland routes. The 
first came from India via Tibet in 
the first century, while the faith of 
Allah became known in old Cathay 


shortly afterwards also through the. 


northwestern passes. The Nestori- 
ans came the same way from Per- 
sia, Syria and Oriental Roman Em- 


pire in the seventh century. Today, 
Christian missionaries coming to 
Free China—as distinguished from 


parts now under Japanese military 


occupation—are already arriving by 
trucks via British Burma, retracing 
the steps which Marco Polo took in 
the 13th century when he came * 
China. 

Today traffic is growing thicker 
and thicker every day on the high- 
way from the border of British 
Burma to Kunming, provincial cap- 
ital of Yunnan in southwestern 
China. It is the Chinese them- 


‘ selves who huilt this international 


road. Foreigners who recently ar- 
rived in Chungking, China’s war- 
time capital in Szechwan, paid a 
high tribute to the Chinese engi- 
neering skill. It took them only 
five and a half days of unhurried 
motoring from Lashio, the Burma 
frontier-town, to Kunn About 
three-fourths of the road are al- 
ready surfaced. Thanks British 
business sense, à loan has n ex- 
tended to the Chinese ior thé pur- 
chase of British trucks to travel on 
this new highway. 

But this isn’t all. For the Chi- 
nese are rushing a railway fro 
Kunming also to the Burma-Yun- 
nan boundary. When completed, it 
will provide China with an addi- 
tional outlet to the sea by turning 
Rangoon in the Gulf of Bengal into 
a port of entry for cargoes marked 
“To China.” Once China depended 
almost exclusively on sea transpor- 
tation via Hong Kong. The war 
has taught her a lesson, and today 
she is erecting a “fire-escape” 
through her southwestern Jand frome 
tiers.

crown he won last May from Barney Ross. Henry, you 
recall, also owns the lightweight title, which he won from 
Lou Ambers, and voluntarily gave up the featherweight 
bauble which had made him the first triple title holder 
in the history of prize fighting. 

There’s not a lot of excitement or sports page to-do 
any more when Henry defends his title. When he first 
blew into the public consciousness here in 1937 with a 
Pacific Coast Winning streak behind him every fight was 
big news. He knocked out Mike Belloise in four rounds, 
stiffened Frankie Klick in the same, knocked the fasces 
off the Mussolini-saluting Spoldi, and kept winning until 
he got featherweight champ Petey Sarron into the ring 
3 for his first crack at the title. He knocked Sarron out in 
a six, boring in with that pointed toe, constant sledge ham- 
a mer punch style that had taken the fight world by storm. 
5 He kept piling them up until when he met Barney 
Ross for the welterweight championship, skipping right 
over the lightweight division to the heavier class, he 
had won 35 ina row. They thought Barney would stop 
him, but he hammered that title out of Ross’ mitt and 
the lion-hearted Chicago boy retired.
